But if every branch of Canadian enterprise starts independently in’ the 
pursuit of new scientific information, there is bound to be tremendous waste. 

Much over-lapping of effort 
woud go on. ~ In one laboratory time would be lost in proving or disproving | ' 
what had already been learned in a laboratory somewhere else—and’ per- 
fectly willing to share the knowledge. 

A vast. amount of energy.and money would “be wasted on ground work— 
instead of having the ground work done as far as possible in common and 
the money available for research concentrated on the really new effort. To 
discover a quite simple formula might cost so much for laboratory and men 
as to discourage the enterprise.

Under the 
peace treaty the smallest of the belli- 
gerent nations is required to pay the 
Allies 2,225,000,000 francs gold ($450,- 


000,000). 
Converted into Bulgarian francs

If to this sum is"added the country’s 
external and internal debt. of 40,-
